<iF bread to the British Islands, and a 
receÍA'er of the pecuniary return for 
sneh service, Avill tend to make its 
i'Ci.ple more loyiil and more r(>ady to 
furnish military ai<l in the struggle AA'ith 
I'lissia Avhieh that country would seem 
to he preparing to ])rovoke. 
At the 
present moment a further decline in the 
l)riee of silver is enabling the mother

CONFEDERATE DEAD OF MANASSAS.

BOSTON, May 24 —Travelers through those 
portions of the southern states which were the 
fields of active operations during the late war, 
will tind anions: the chief points which attract 
their attention the government cemeteries, 
in wliich are interred the remains of those of 
our soldiers who fell In defense of the Union, 
generally located on some commanding emi- 
nence, prep.ired at great expense, system- 
atically ari-anged, often beautifully adorned 
and well taken care of by a resident manager 
and hLs staff of associates, in the pay of the 
United States government. 


I wonder how many think to ask them- 
selves, '"What became of the poor fello-ws 
who fell on the other side—the Confederates?" 
and so far ai> relates to those who died at or 
near Manassas I will endeavor to answer the 
question. 


In 
May 
and 
June 
of 
'8.S I made a 
pedestrian tour hrough "Old Virginia," and 
while en rout»' from Contreville to Warren- 
ton, and quite near Groveton, my attention 
•was attracted by a peculiar looking? gateway 
and fence, built of boards laid horizontally, 
and entirely different from tho ordinary Vir- 
ginia inclosure. 
The gate, also of wood, was 
made in two parts and was spanned by 
a plain wooden arch surmounted by a finial. 


At this point tho road jiassi-s throuc^h a cut 
about seven feet deep; and as there is not, 
and never has been, any regular approach to 
the gateway, it was necessary to climb the 
bank to get to it. 
I did this, and, passing 
through. I found myself m what had been an 
inclosure. 


At first sight there is nothing to indicate 
the character of the place, and it was only 
after some time had elapsed that I noticed 
that 1 stood among graves, which I after- 
wards learned coi.tained the remains of the 
Confederate dead « ho fell in the battle of 
Manassas, 18H'3. 


Never has it been my lot to look upon a 
more neglected spot. 
The situation was one 
well adapted to tho purpose—n ridgp extend- 
ing in from the road about KK) \^ards. 


The fence extended along the road for per- 
haps otM) I'eet, and this, with the exception of 
the gateway, is in fair condition. 
The gates, 
however, each hung by a single hiiigo; the 
posts far out of perpc-ndicular; the arch and 
its finial almost ready to fall; the fence in 
the rear and uuicii of that on the sides had 
either entirely disappeared or lay rotting 
upon the ground. 
The ground if^jelf was so 
completely covered with weeds and berry 
bushes that 
I did not realize that I was 
among the dead till I felt th > graves with 
my feet. 
On inspection 1 fount that the 
mounds wer«- in rows extending in from the 
road at right, angles, and through the center 
row a broad jvithwiiy. 
I tried to count the 
rows ami th»^ number of graves in each, but 
found it impracticable;^ but I should judge 
there might he S(K) or 1,000. 
One grave, and 
only one, is niarkeil with the name of the oc- 
cupant, the rest have no mark whatever. On 
the one 1 >-peak of there is a vei-y ueal mar- 
ble headstone. 


As I strolled about the place I was followed 
by a large white sow -with a litter of pigs, 
grunting, squealing and I'ooting among the 
graves. 


There can be no excuse for this state of 
things. 
The people of Virginia are not rich, 
but they can certainly afford to build a 
worm fence around that graveyard, and if 
they have not the money for headstones let 
them at least drive the hogs out and sow the 
land with grass seed. 
It is quite certain that 
in its present condition it is a disgrace to 
Virginia and to lier people, and the sight of 
it should make every Virginian hang his 
head for very shame. 


On the following day I saw at the ceme- 
tery at Warrenton tiie monument 
which 
commenioi-ates 
the 
Confederate 
dead. 
It 
.is 
a 
marble 
shaft on 
a 
gran- 
ite 
base, 
and 
surmounted 
by 
a 
fe- 
male figure, and is a very ci-editable piece 
of work. It be -.rs an inscription to the effect 
that it was ei-ected b}-- 600 of Virginia's fair 
daughters to commemorate the heroi-m of 
her sons. 
As an old F'ederal soldier I sym- 
pathize with the object, but I confess that 
while looking at it I thought of that forlorn 
city of the df-ad at Groveton. and of its neg- 
lectf d and disgraceful condition, and it oc- 
ourre i to me that it, would have done far 
more credit to tho judgment of Virginia's 
daughters if they haci invested a pnr i<m, nt 
least, of their money in fencing, 1o keep th ? 
hogs from rooting among the graves ol their 
kinsmen, on the spot which was drenche-i 
with their blood, and which \\ as th • scene ol 
their valor, even if thereby it became neces- 
sary to curtail the fair proportions of the 
marble shaft on the hillside at Warrenton.

The fact that ex-President Arthur seems to 
be slowly going out of life invests him and 
his belongings with interest.

The R i g h t of t h e State to S w a m p 
a n d L a k e liands Sustain- 
ed by the Supreme. 
Court. 


The state supreme court yesterday 
gave a decision of unusual importance, 
insomuch aa it sustains the right of the 
state of Indiana to thousands of acres of 
land in the northern part of the state. 
The particular case at issue is known as 
the "Beaver lake case," and upon the 
decision of yesterday depends the dispo- 
sition of about twenty more cases that 
are now pending, one in the federal 
court, the decision in which, it is under- 
stood, Judge Woods has been holding 
off until after the ruling of the supreme 
court. In 1850 the general government, 
through an act of congress, ceded to tlie 
state of Indiana the title to all the lakes 
and overflowed lands in Northern Indi- 
ana, and in 1853 patents were issued for 
them. 
Since then, however, various 
eastern 
capitalists 
and 
others who 
owned lands surrounding these lakes 
have claimed to own the lakes them- 
selves,in which the water was directly sit- 
uated,and thousands of acres of land from 
which the water had receded. Much of 
this has become quite valuable for agri- 
cultural purposes. 
About 8,000 acres 
were involved in the Beaver Lake case, 
and probably 60,000 or 70,000 acres in 
all the cases. 
Since Judge Hord has 
been attorney-general he has given a 
great deal of study and investigation to 
these cases, and nearly two years ago, 
brought suit against the Portsmouth 
savings bank and against the state, and 
this was made a test case and appealed. 
The decision yesterday, which was given 
in a very careful and comprehensive 
opinion by Judge Zollars, reverses the 
ruling of the lower court and instructs it 
to grant the appellants motion for a new 
trial and sustains the demurer to the 
cross-complaint. 
The effect of the de- 
cision is to uphold the state's right to 
the lands in question and all others 
similarly acquired.

CONFEDERATE DEAD OF MANASSAS. 


Tho Soglected Cemetory Near Groveton, 


Virginia. 


[Special Corre«DOndftnco.t 


BOSTON, May 24—Travelers through thOM 


portions ot the southernstates which were the 
Holds of active operations during the late war, 
will find aniongtbe chief points which attract 
their attention tho government cemeteries, 
In which are interred tho remains of those of 
our soldiers who fell in defense of tho Union, 
generally located on some commanding emi- 
nence, prepared at great expense, system- 
atically arranged, often beautifully adorned 
and well taken care of by a resident manager 
and his staff of associates, in tLo pay o£ the 
United States government. 


T wonder how many think to ask thom- 


selvea, "What became of the poor follows 
who fell on the othorside—tho Confederates)" 
and BO far us relates to thoso who died at or 
near Mimosas I will endeavor to answer tho 
question. 


In 
May and Juno ot 
"83 I made a 


pedestrian tour hrough "Old Virginia," and 
while on route from Controvillo to Warren- 
ton and quite near Orovoton. my attention 
was attracted by a peculiar looking gateway 
and fence, built of boards laid horizontally, 
and entirely different from tho ordinary Vir- 
ginia iuclosuro. The gate, also of wood, was 
aiKlo i:i '-«o parts and was spanned by 
u plain -wooden arch surmounted by a riniai. 


At this point tho rood passes through a cut 


about seven feet deep; and as there is not, 
and never has been, any regular approach to 
the uateway, it was necessary to climb the 
bank to got to it. I did this, and, passing 
through. I found myself In what had been an 
inclosuro. 


At nrst sight there is nothing to indicate 


the character ot tho place, and it was only- 
after some time had olapsetl that I noticed 
tbat 1 stood among graves, which 1 after- 
wards learned contained tho remains of tho 
Confederate dead who fell iu tho battle ot 
Manassas, 
1801 


Never lins it been my lot to look upon a 


more neglected spot. The situation was one 
well adapted to tho purpose—a ridge eitoud- 
ng in from tho road about HHI yards. 


Tho foitce Mtontlod along the road for per- 


haps :««> Toot, and this, with tho exception pt 
tho -atoway, is in fair condition. 
Tho gates, 


however, each hung by a single hinge; tho 
posts far out ot perpendicular; tho arch and 
its iinial almost ready to fall; the fence in 
thn rear and much of that on tho sides had 
cither entirely disappeared or lay rotting 
upon tho ground. 
The ground itself was so 


completely covered with weeds ami berry 
bushes that I did not reali/e that I was 
among the ,1™,1 till I felt tho graves with 
my feet. Oa inspection I found that tbo 
mounds wore in rows extending iu from the 
road at right angles, and through tho center 
row a broad pathway. I tried to count tho 
rows mid thr number of graves in each, but 
found'it Impracticable; hut I should judgo 
them might 1m SOU or 1.000. 
One grave, and 


only one, is marked with tho name of tho oc- 
cup'int the vt-st have no mark whatever. On 
tho one I sjaak of thtit-e is a vory neat moi- 
ble headstone.
